Colambian Waters- 
Mr, Amor de Cosmos, -who bore tho 
vulgar patronyiniq ;t)f Smith until ho in- 
vented and tho Legislature of California 
legalized liis present jjolyglot and mag- 
niloquent naino. now a Keprescntativo of 
Hritish Columbia in tho Canadian Parlitv- 
meiit, has started an iiu|nii'y in that body 
ivlicther foiei;;ii vessels hav a I'ight to 
navig;iie tin: inland co;ist wator.s of British 
Coliiinlii:!, and pailinilarly Johnson 
Strait and tlio ohanncla between Queen 
ChiU'lotIo Island and the mainland... Brit- 
ish Columbia has a frontage on the ocean 
four hundred miles long, but of this dis- 
tance about two huiulred and iifty miles 
lire (jeeupiod by ^'alle(lllver and Queen 
Churlotto IhIuuiIb, and Ijctweeu tham are 
other islands, so that the mainland does 
not front directly on tho ocean for more 
tliiin about twenty miles. Tho entire 
cDie.l is an areliipelago, with narrow but 
ilee]) and navigable channels, varying 
from one mile to .sixty milos. Vancouver 
Strait, east of (^hioen Charlotte- Island, 
is more than a dogroo. 

The inquiry of Mr. DoCoamos is un-

Tho Colonial steamer Luna, on her pas- 
sago down to Wellington from Mannkau 
harbor, having on board his Excellency 
tho Acting Governor with Mr. Vogel anil 
Mr. McLean, experienced adverso winds 
and was delayed, and at lost she was ob- 
liged to run 'for shelter into Kawhia har- 
bor, the chief harbor on the west coa.^t of 
this Island, but forytiars held by the King 
natives and closed to all Europeans. They 
wore warmly received by tho uativos, 
headed by Tapihana, long a strong King- 
ite, and by one of the King's sous, who' 
was much surprised by all ho witnessed 
on board the steamer.
